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Silver Snow Storm 
Blizzard of '78 Wreaked Havoc 25 Years Ago

It's hard to imagine it's been 25 years now that 
one of the largest winter storms of recent memory quietly 
snuck up on New England and effectively stopped 
everyone and everything in their tracks. With the excep- 
tion of maybe Hurricane Bob and Hurricane Gloria, there 
really hasn't been anything close to matching the magni- 
tude and scale of the whopping snow storm which 
knocked New England to its knees on February 6 and 7, 
1978 and dumped upwards of two feet of snow on the 
region — at least, not within most of our lifetimes. It has 
been rightfully dubbed "the worst storm of the century" 
by locals, and anyone at least 30 years of age living in our 
area can certainly offer their own colorful firsthand 
memories of the storm.

the mountains of snow piled high in a nearby parking lot 
and tunnel my way through a homemade igloo maze 
which neighborhood kids had built in someone's back- 
yard. There were literally mounds of snow everywhere 
you looked; and it was only after a day or two of melting 
that you realized many of these "mounds" actually 
contained cars trapped within their frozen center. 

To commemorate the silver anniversary of Mother 
Nature's 1978 winter wallop, author Michael Tougias has 
just published The Blizzard of 78 (On Cape Publications, 
$14.95), a fascinating examination of the devastating 
storm in which 76 people lost their lives and some $1 
billion in damage was incurred. The 128-page softcover

volume is like a personal scrapbook of collected photo- 
graphs and recollections which details the major aspects 
of the storm, following it from its progression to how it 
caused commuter nightmares and incredible devastation. 
Mr. Tougias also explains how people survived the storm 
by spending up to 48 hours in their cars and how coastal 
homes — many along Cape Cod — were first torn from 
their foundations then smashed to smithereens by giant 
waves. 

But there are also lighter anecdotes and stories 
about neighborhood parties, cross-country skiers skiing 
down major highways, and the way that local people 
banded together to help strangers who were stranded by 
the storm. 

"The hardest part of writing this book was 
deciding which photographs to use,'' Mr. Tougias said. "\ 
collected hundreds and narrowed that down to 90 to use 
in the book. February 6, 2003 marks the 25th anniversary 
of the Blizzard of '78, and the book is designed to re- 
awaken communal memories of this once-in-a-lifetime 
storm." 

The author of 15 books, many of which focus on 
local history, Mr. Tougias said he first struck upon the idea 
of a book about the Blizzard of '78 when he started asking 
people to recount their experiences during the storm. 

"It's a part of modern history ... most of my 
books' themes have (involved) outdoor history," Mr. 
Tougias said. "Many people would light up when they

talked about (the blizzard). The real question was could I 
get enough photos which weren't published before/' 

Mr. Tougias found ample resources for photo- 
graphs in both local newspaper accounts and from 
camera hobbyists who snapped interesting pictures of the 
unique devastation during the week-long freeze. 

"I would say the majority of photos are from 
independent people who were members of camera clubs/' 
Mr. Tougias said. "Probably 40 percent (of them) are from 
various newspapers." 

Indeed, it would seem that New Englanders are 
still fascinated with the 25-year-old storm and it is often 
used as the benchmark to compare any potential snow 
storms or blizzards.

however, was the fact that it caught everyone off-guard — 
weathermen only predicted light to moderate snowfall 
the day before. Today, New Englanders tend to overcom- 
pensate for impending snowfall ... a likely reaction to the 
1978 blizzard. 

'It was one of those events that people have an 
instant recollection ... they know every little detail,'' Mr. 
Tougias said, adding that he took about a year to research 
and write the book. "Most of the research I did was at 
libraries where the newspapers for the different regions 
were on microfilm. I didn't want to make it a book of 
stories. I wanted to give that chronological sequence of 
what was happening and why. I wanted a nice quick read 
that people would leave out on the coffee table." 

In writing the book, the one thing that struck Mr. 
Tougias was how much devastation the storm did along 
the coast. "I remember Route 128 (being shut down), but I 
had forgotten about the coast, just how bad it was," he 
said. "The most telling pictures are the ones where you 
don't see snow or cars around."

Mattapoisett Selectmen's Meeting 

February 3, 2003

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Paul 
Lambalot on Monday, February 3 at 7:00 pm. Also in 
attendance were Selectman Raymond Andrews and 
Executive Secretary Carol Adams. Selectman Barry 
Denham was attending a Veteran's Conference. 

After unanimously approving the minutes of the 
January 27 meeting, the board approved the appointment 
of Andrew U. Murray, 40 Brandt Island Road as a Civilian 
EMT for the Mattapoisett Police Ambulance Service. The 
board then approved and signed a Common Victualer's 
License for Elizabeth and Kenneth Ackerman of South 
Dartmouth for Oxford Creamery. 

The board then heard a report from Water / Sewer 
Superintendent William T. Nicholson and Ronald 
Michalski of Tighe and Bond concerning a Stormwater 
Management Plan for the town. Mr. Michalski' s presenta- 
tion was to alert the board that the EPA/DEP generated a 
list of 187 communities, which includes Mattapoisett, 
which have until March 10, 2003 to submit applications 
and a Notice of Intent for the following: 

• Municipal Separate Storm Sewer Permit (MS4 
Permit) which consists of three elements: 

1. Notice of Intent (NOI) application to comply 
with the federal permit; 

2. A Stormwater Management Program specific to 
Mattapoisett; and 

3. An implementation schedule spanning five 

years. 

• Multi-Sector General Permit: 

1. Areas such as the DPW and Landfill (new or 
old) only need a permit if runoff leaves the site or drains 
into wetlands;

3. To file an NOI, these facilities must also file a 
Stormwater Pollution Prevention Plan (SWPPP). 

• Municipal Construction Site Permits: 

1. Since 1990, construction sites larger than five 
acres need an EPA permit; 

2. Effective March 10, the Site Limit reduces to 
one acre; 

3. An NOI must be submitted to EPA before site 
work begins;

scheduled very soon with representatives from the 
Conservation Commission (ConCom), Planning Board, 
School Department, Board of Health, Board of Selectmen, 
the Highway Surveyor, and the Building Inspector to 
educate them on what is needed and to determine what 
they already have in place to facilitate the application 
process.

• An update on the Heritage Landscape Inven- 
tory Pilot Project, which encompasses taking an inventory 
of various sites such as the Tremont Advent Christian 
Meeting property. Tabor Academy, Barden Boatyard, and 
the County Road /Front Street area.

resident/' Selectman Parker said. 

Under Old Business, the board discussed the 
proposed removal of a piece of property owned by A.D. 
Makepeace on Hillside Road from a Chapter 61 A conser- 
vation restriction. Selectman Nunes had some questions 
regarding such Chapter 61 A properties, to wit: 

• Why does the Planning Board sign off on 
''Approval Not Required" (ANR) lots before the property 
is released from Chapter 61A? 

• When Chapter 61 A properties are passed on by 
the Town of Rochester and the Rochester Land Trust, who 
follows up to ensure the owner pays the rollback penalties 
and is the town getting any money from this? 

• Should the town support either legislation or a 
by-law, if possible, to require a developer of Chapter 61 A 
property to pay a percentage of the proceeds to a land 
trust or some other non-profit association that is devoted 
to the preservation of open space? 

'Tf the developer has to pay some proceeds from 
the development, that might be a way to slow down the 
sale of 61 A properties," Selectman Nunes suggested. 

Mr. Huntoon noted that much of the Chapter 61A 
process is governed by state law, and any alterations 
would require a change in legislation. The board agreed to 
look into getting some answers to these questions and 
suggested contacting state legislators for assistance. 

Chairman Ryan next asked her fellow board

an ''off night''? The board seemed to prefer doing the 
budget on an "off night." Chairman Ryan also suggested 
they set a strict deadline for articles to be placed on the 
June 2, 2003 Annual Town Meeting warrant.

measure which required a Special Town Meeting and it 
should be placed on the Annual Town Meeting warrant. 
She didn't feel there was any need to spend taxpayer 
money for a Special Town Meeting when the Annual 
Town Meeting was just months away, and she felt sitting 
through the Land Trust presentation again was redun- 
dant. 

"They should be making the presentation over at 
the Senior Center, or during a public hearing, because 
they are the people who need to hear about ii," Selectman 
Parker said.

Mr. Huntoon said the Land Trust was of the

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takings now before the plans for Phase II of the bike path have 
been finalized? How can the land evaluations be the same now 
as they were at the start of this process? The town as a whole has 
been reevaluated and the new land assessments are ranging 
from three to four times higher than the original assessments. 
The word ''backland'' as used at the land takings by Town 
Counsel Dan Perry is inappropriate. The portions of land, 
depending on the size of the property in question, have in most 
cases not been simply backland. In many instances the land 
borders the residents' yard space. 

Concerning the issue of owning the land for the sewer 
line (easement) — the town does not need to own the land for 
this. An easement suffices. The cost of the easement is cheap. The 
abutters need a realistic figure on what their land is worth 
currently. 

The Selectmen originally said they would not support a 
bike path that did not end at the Marion town line. It was 
suppose to, according to the Selectmen, go from the Fairhaven 
line to Marion, or it would not get their approval as stated at the 
August 27, 2001 Selectmen's meeting. When asked to put their 
declaration in writing. Chairman Paul Lambalot stated to the 
gathering that his commitment did not need to be put in writing 
because ''you have the word of us here, and it is on TV" (as he 
pointed to the camera). 

Meetings continued. Questions are asked, many over 
and over, but the Bike Path Committee cannot come up with 
answers to most of those asked. This committee has been at 
work for more than five years, and can still not come up with 
answers to important questions. 

What happened to Phases III and IV? Where are the 
funds coming from to pay for these phases? Why have the

Back when I reviewed Shanghai Noon (2000), I was sufficiently 
charmed by it to write, 'This is one summer movie I wouldn't mind 
seeing a sequel to." So, a little late (Jackie Chan and Owen Wilson 
were too busy with other films to get around to my request right 
away), we have Shanghai Knights, whose plot, I promise you, matters 
not at all. I trust that comes as a shock to no one. The Shanghai movies 
exist solely to exploit the unstable but winning chemistry between 
the sincere, physically adept Chan and the ironic, verbally adroit 
Wilson. They're good for each other: Chan's seriousness of manner 
gives Wilson something to react to, and Wilson has a calming effect 
on Chan. 

Shanghai Knights picks up our heroes separately: Chon Wang 
(Chan) is a sheriff out West, shaking his head at the glorifying pulp 
novels written about his former partner Roy O'Bannon (Wilson), 
who's out in New York. Back home in China, Chon's father is killed, 
and his Imperial Seal stolen, by a nasty Brit amusingly named, in one 
of many old-movie nods, Rathbone (Aiden Gillen). Rathbone is in 
cahoots with the renegade Wu Yip (Donnie Yen); with the power of 
the Seal, they plot to become the King and Emperor of their respective 
countries. So Chon and Roy — along with Chon's younger sister Lin 
(Fann Wong), a formidable martial-arts practitioner herself — head 
off to London to get their hands on the Seal and on the pair of 
murderers. 

Wait, didn't I say the plot didn't matter? Killing off the father of 
one of the two leads in a comedy sequel seems a bit hefty (and leads 
to a bad scene where Chon mourns his father and stares at a photo of 
Jackie Chan as a boy posing with someone with an obvious PhotoShop 
paste job of the face of the actor playing his father), but once the action 
moves to London things pick up considerably. Director David Dobkin 
doesn't forget why we go to Jackie Chan movies: even though Chan, 
a year shy of fifty now, obviously uses a stunt double for some of the 
more perilous gags, he can still choreograph with the best of them, 
and there's a terrific fight scene in which Chan uses everything at his 
disposal against a pack of London brawlers. Chan grabs an umbrella, 
opens it, and fends off his foes as Dobkin quietly insinuates "Singin' 
in the Rain" onto the soundtrack.

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Indeed, the movie has a lot of fun not only with movie history 
(there's an orphan sidekick, reminiscent of a British Short Round, 
whose identity Til leave you to discover) but with British history 
circa 1887, the film's setting. An eager young Scotland Yard inspector 
named Doyle (Tom Fisher) may ring some bells for mystery fans in 
the audience, and when Lin goes off on her own in the chilly night of 
Whitechapel she runs into — and speedily dispatches — exactly the 
person you want her to. (Some of the movie is like a slapstick riff on 
Caleb Carr's The Alienist.) Mayhem also unfolds inside Madame 
Toussaud's Wax Museum, and in and around Big Ben; one sequence 
involving a revolving fireplace triggered by pushing a statue's 
breasts manages to quote from two Indiana Jones movies at once. 

Shanghai Knights is fun, though a little draggier than its 
predecessor, and Owen Wilson doesn't have as many zonked, insecure 
moments here as he got to run with in the original. (He does have a 
priceless expression of 'T can't believe this is happening to me, but 
I'm gonna roll with it" during an erotic dream sequence.) Jackie 
Chan's best moment here is a swipe from Rush Hour, where he had 
to fight multiple attackers while trying to keep an urn from falling 
over; here he turns the tables, and the sequence really outdoes more 
than swipes. The movie is better than it had to be (and even looks 
better, what with ace cinematographer Adrian Biddle onboard), and 
the mood of it is just amiable doodling; you don't feel the pressure of 
a sequel to a big summer hit — the movie seems to have been made 
simply because these guys should get together again. The last scene 
has them talking about hitting Hollywood and getting into the movie 
business, and once again I'll say it: I won't at all mind seeing Shanghai 
Stars, or whatever they end up calling it.

The Friends of the Mattapoisett Library are sponsor- 
ing another fascinating talk and book-signing with three 
well-known writers of mystery on Sunday, February 9 at 
2:00 pm in Reynard Hall of the Congregational Church on 
Church Street in Mattapoisett. 

G.H. Ephron is the 

pseudonym of authors 
Hallie Ephron and David 
Davidoff, who together 
write the popular Dr. Pe- 
ter Zak series of psycho- 
logical mystery-thrillers. 
The duo has published a 
series of three mystery 
medical thrillers: the new 
Delusion; Addiction, pub- 
lished a year earlier; and 
Amnesia a year before 
that. The series features 
forensic psychologist Dr. 
Peter Zak. Writer Hallie 
Ephron is one half of the 
team. She also happens to 
be the daughter of Holly- 
wood screenwriters Phoebe and Henry Ephron, and sister 
of screenwriters /novelists /producers /director Nora, 
Delia, and Amy Ephron. 

Dr. Donald Davidoff, the team's other half, is a neu- 
ropsychologist who teaches at Harvard Medical School and 
runs a unit at Harvard's famous (think Girl Interrupted) 
psychiatric hospital, McLean. Like their fictional protago- 
nist Dr. Peter Zak, Don is often brought in to provide ex- 
pert testimony in criminal trials.

Mattapoisett School Registration 

Registration for all children entering Kindergar- 
ten and new children entering Grade 1 in September of 
2003 will take place on Tuesday, February 11 from 3:15 to 
7:00 pm at Old Hammondtown School. Registration is for 
parents only. 

Any child born in the year 1998 is eligible for 
enrollment in Kindergarten. Any child born in the year 
1997 is eligible for enrollment in Grade 1. Following more 
than a year of intensive study, the Old Rochester Regional 
School District, Massachusetts School Superintendency 
Union No. 55, on the advice of the Superintendent of 
Schools and the Kindergarten Task Force, has adopted a 
new age entrance date for incoming Kindergarten stu- 
dents. The newly-adopted policy states that children must 
turn five years old on or before August 31 of the year they 
enroll in Kindergarten. This policy change aligns the ORR 
School District with over 90 percent of the school districts 
in Massachusetts. 

The change becomes effective in September, 2003. 
The Superintendent and the Task Force recognize that 
some families affected by the policy change may have 
already planned pre-school enrollment for their children. 
For that reason, during the 2003-2004 school year only, 
children who turn five between September 1, 2003 and 
December 31, 2003 may enroll. Parents should bring a 
birth certificate or notarized memorandum of birth with 
them on registration day. A doctor's memo showing the 
following immunizations and a lead screening blood test 
is also required by the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health for school entrance: 

DPT (five doses unless the fourth dose is given 
after the fourth birthday); Oral Sabin Polio Vaccine (four 
doses unless the third dose is given after the fourth 
birthday); Measles, Mumps, Rubella (MMR) - first dose 
given on or after first birthday, and second dose must be 
given prior to entering Kindergarten; Hepatitis B (a series 
of three doses); Hib (a series of three doses); Varicella 
Vaccine (one dose or physician certified reliable history of 
chicken pox disease); and Lead Screening. 

If the required immunizations or blood work for 
lead screening are incomplete for medical and / or reli- 
gious reasons, a statement from a doctor or church official 
stating the reasons for exemption should be presented at 
the time of registration. A physical examination is re-
